THE. PLAGUE HOSPITAL AT LAI- 
CHIKOK. 
Lo the Editor of the‘ Carna Mat.’ 


Hongkong, June 12, 1896,: 

12,--Under the pseudonym ‘ Justice’ 
a lotter appoars in last night's edition of 
the Hongkong Telegraph dilsting upon tho 
advantages derived by Hongkong from the 
Laichikok plague hospital. ‘Justice’ he- 
gins by pretending to reply to a provious 
letter signed ‘W. Y.’, but instead of at- 
tempting to refute ony of the statoments 
tonde therein by ‘W, Y.’, ho apparently 
forgots all about what ho ia going to roply 
to, and bursts out in a laudatory ‘strain ox- 
tolling the benefits derived by the commu- 
nity of Hongkong from tho Laichikok 
Plague Hospital! A more bombastic and 
egotistical lotter Ybave nover read than 
this ono signed ‘ Justice.’ 

The writer naively. suggosts that ‘the 
beat precaution for the protection of the 
public health of Hongkong is to gat rid of 
the plague patients in the quickest possible 
menvor'! I would like * Justico’ to tell 
me something I don’t know. This romack 
of bis is on 8 par with a story told about an 
ingonious Yankee, who during the scare 
caused by the Colorado beetle somo years 
ago advertised that he had diecovored 
an infallible specific which .was certsin 
death to this destructive insect, The so- 
called remedy was put up in bundles, with 
printed insteuctions to the effect that thoy 
wero not to be opened until raquired for 
uso, On being opened they ware found to 
be made up of amall packages cach con- 
sisting of tio small blocks of wood with 
tho following inatructions ‘ Place the beetle 
betwean tha two pieces of wood, press 
Grmly, aud death will be instantaneous!’ 

* Justice’ gocs on to say that ‘the Lal- 
chikok Hospital waa put up to meet the 
neode of the people, by Chinese philan- 
thropists from Hongkong.’

The Chamber of Commerce at Haiphong 
havo roquested tho Government to shut out 
all foreigners, and Asiatica, even thos 
naturalised, from contracting to carry ow! 
publis worksia the colony, This step was 
taken from fear lest, in pending contracts 
for railway earth-works, native and Chineso 
would be allowed to tender, Tho cost of 
these works is to be met out of a loan raised 
on the specia! condition that French products 
aud French materials only should bo availed 
of. Itis pointed out that engaging Asiatics 
and forcignors as contractora would provent 
French colonists from settling in Tonquia, 
and that the Chamber is aiming at the 
protestion of French interests, 

Other pessimists sea danger to Frenoh 
interesta from increasing Chinese commer- 
cial enterprise, and would fain eeo the 
Government trammel the latter. At Saigon, 
jealousy of this kind fastens upon tho rice- 
milling indostry, which is fast passing into 
the hands of Chinese, . Monopoly in this line 
of business by Chinese is looked upon as 
grievous, and, to clip the wings of Chinese 
milling enterprise, it is suggested that a cer- 
tain number of Frenchmen should sit on tho 
Boards of these alien concerns. Latterly, a 
blow at Chinese predominance ia thia respect 
waa on the point of delivery by the starting 
of a large and expensive rice mill, undor tho 
waansgemont of the firm of Spoidel & Co, 
The works at the mill had almast boon com- 
pleted, and only awaited the finishing touches 
whon firo broke outon the premises. The 
mill was consamed and the damage done is 
estimated at a heavy amount, Voices at 
onco arose charging tho Chinose with arson. 
At is alleged that those of thet nationality in- 
terested ia milling had resurted to freto rid 
them of a French concern which threatened 
them with kean compotition. - Inquiries into 
the originof the fire have beon ast on foot; bat, 
generally, in euch casos, investigation seldom 
proves ‘satisfactory. Suspicion aroge from 
the fact that ‘the fre engines of the Chinese 
kongsies, which went to the scene of tho 
coniagration, did next to nothing. All of 
thom, from somo dofeot or other, rendered 
no effvotive servion.

A gontleman, who has returned to London 
from the Colonies after many years absence, 
suggests the formation in the metropolis of a 
corps of volunteers for men Hko himself, 
Mont of the existing regiments exact condi- 
tions from rearuits which those who have 
“bean away from homaa long tims would find 
irkgoma and even inconvoniaot, and they 
might not, perhaps, caro to join battslions 
identified with certain districts like Bloams- 
bury or the Tower Hamlets. ‘What corps 
da there to suit the yeturned wanderer 2 
"There ia praotioally none te meet his peouliar | 
requiromente, and tho result is that he re- 
tnaine unattached. (This 
his country, for he possesses in o marked 
degree all that training which is ao difficult 
to give oven the Regular troops. Aldershot, 
for example, docs not inure o tan to jungle 
fever, Yat here we have % forca of men 
who have outlived fevers, agaes, dysenteries, 
and all tho ille of the tropics, or the snows 
of North America, In point of fact, they 
are veterans, As wo bave our London Boot. 
tish and our London Irish, why should 
we not have our London Colonial Regiment, 
each company to bo composed and oflider, 
ed by men from one colony? A thou 
sand men on theso lines can ousily be got 
together in our vast motropotia,.of the class, 
J apprehend, who would gladly pay their 
guinea per auuum. This, with the capita- 
tion grant, Would-soon enable them to have 
their drill-hall and club attaobed ; and what 
a jolly let of fellows they would be. The 
corps would he unique, and would contala 
tho experfoness of that Empire on which 
the aua never sats, It sould send companies 
to Aldershot to instruct a regiment in the 
bent method of jungle warfare ; to domons: 
trate fighting in the bush; to show the 
utility of snow shoes, how to laager up, how 
to feuce. the Nagas spear, tho Kamptoo’s 
dbar, or detect the Looshni’s crawl ; another 
how to dodge the lasso, and s0 forth, This 
olana of man has alrondy served with Indian 
and Colonial volunteers. His training has 
Deon more serious than any: English corps, 
inasmuch as ho has invariably been in clos 
proximity to immediate danger. It requires 
yery little offort to get togethor such a 
body of mon aa thia in London, and. if some 
distinguished Indian or Colonial officer 
will move in the mattor I for ono will be 
* on the job."??

they ara to-day, the chances are thet that 
fina stag would be half-way down the corris 
before the shooter got his rifle to hia shoulder, 
The hind and calf have obviously spotted 
the stalkers, and a view of a cap and eyo- 
brows would have fully satisfied stalktog 
oritios of today, The explanation of Sir 
Edwin's figures is easily given :.ho was aaked 
to insert his own and Mr Well’s portrait 
(for whom the picture was executed), gad he 
did the best he could ander the orroumst- 
ances. This may be cited na an instance of 
Landavet’a ‘superabundance of explanation, 
though itis a case in which “thero is avery 
axqnes for the artist. @.
